The Fedeeal Eleceas 


It is 4 commonplace in all election campaigns for speakers to de- 
clare that that particular clection contest is the most vitally im- 
portant one ever held in the history of the country. ‘To some cx- 
tent, perhaps, such a statement is correct, because, as tine passes aud 
a country grows in population and wealth, coupled with the onward 
march of education, science and invention, national issues and prob- 
Jems become greater and more complex, and naturally more is at 
stake in reaching a‘right or wrong decision than was the case in 
years past when we lived in other and less strenuous times. 

In one respect at least such a declaration this year has a weight 
and meaning that ordinarily does not attach to it. Usually the 
people of Canada are given an opportunity of passing judgment upon 
the men who administer their domestic affairs, and recording their 
verdict on domestic questions, every four or five years. It is, how- 
ever, ten years since the people of this Dominion had an opportunity 
{o make their wishes known in regard to policies having a direct 
bearing on quesfions of domestic concern. 

In the last general <lection in Canada domestic questions were 
not up for consideration, and they played but a small part with the 
clectors in the marking of the ballots. The issue in 1917 was a 
war issuc. It occupied the minds and hearts of the people to the 
exclusion of cverything else. 
broke party allegiences extending over gencrations. Tariffs, finan- 
cial administration, domestic problems of all kinds, were thrown, 
temporarily af least, into the discard. The issue in the minds of 
the people, practically to the exclusion of everything clse, was 
whether the Military Service Act should stand or fall. 4 

Thousands of Conservatives who in 1917 voted for Liberals and 
Liberal-Unionists, and thousands of Liberals who voted for Con- 
servatives and Conservative-Unionists, and in so doing sunk all 
party views, confidently expected that, as soon as the war was over, 
they would be given an carly opportunity to express their views on 
purcly domestic questions. ‘Three years have passed since the 
signing of the Armistice, and the long waited opportunity has now 
come. For the first time since the Reciprocity clection of 1911, the 
people of Canada will, on December 6th next, declare their will in 
regard to matters of polfcy and administration affecting purcly do- 
mestic affairs. No question of war, 6r Empire, or foreign policy is 
involved in the present contest. ‘The issue ean be decided with an 
eye and mind single to the individual voters conception of what ts 
best for Canada in a purely domestic sense. 

During the decade that has elapsed many things have transpired 
which cannot have failed to broaden the vision of the people of Can- 
ada. The war itself, and the after-cffects of that great struggle, 
have left an indelible mark. In 1911 men only enjoyed the right ot 
the franchise; on December 6 women will go to the polls and cast 
their ballots on a basis of full equality in citizenship with men. 
Questions vitally affecting the material welfare of the Dominion arc 
to be decided, but there has arisen a new conception of the duty of 
government towards the social and moral well-being of the people 
who in themselves constitute the nation. 

In 1911 doubts were cast, unjustly so, on the loyalty of many 
Canadians over what was, after all, solely a domestic question. 
But the war settled all doubts as to the loyalty of the people of this 
Dominion. They proved themselves Canadian and British both in 
the East and the West. The war settled the loyalty cry forever, 
thereby rendering a great service to this country, and any man who 
tries to rescurrect it will prove himself a traitor to Canada and a 
mighty poor politician. 

For these reasons alone it is well within the bounds of truth to 
say that the approaching election day is a most momentous one in 
the history of the country, and probably the most important since 
the dawn of Confederation. 1 
cise of good citizenship for which all Canadians have been cagerly 
waiting. Old hard and fast party lines have been shattered, 
whether for good or ill time alone can tell. New ideas in govern- 
mental forms and,methods are prevalent; the franchise has becn 
broadened to its utmost limits; new party leaders are directing 
affairs; a new national conscicnce has been awakened. 

It, therefore, behooves every man and every woman not only to 
exercise the right of their great national birthright—the marking of 
a free ballot—but to perform that act only after the most carefui 
study of national problems and with intelligence and an cye single 
to the welfare of Canada. The popularity or personality of the in- 
dividual candidate is one thing, but the voter cannot wisely be guid- 
cd by that alone; he or she must take a bigger, broader look ahead 
and consider opposing policies in the light of present-day conditions 
and needs and the prospective requirements of the Dominion. Old 
party enthusiasms have waned, but let there be a new, greater and 
better enthusiasm on-election day—-an enthusiasm for Canada itself.

‘ing of “numerous and respectabie 
ndividuals.* Anxious years marked 
he early history of McGill, due to 
ack of funds and quarrels betweer. 
he Board of ths Royal Institutio, 
snd the Governors of the College. 
n November, 1843, the Governors 
ad only the sum of £54 at their 
lisposal. They divided it betweer 
‘the Bursar and the two Lecturers 
n proportion to the amount of sal- 
ity in arrears and as a resvlt the 

-eturer in French, M. Montier, re- 
ceived £2 14s. as his share from 
January Ist, 1843, to November 29th, 
(848. That was the full amount of 
salary received by him during the 
year; but he still, says the author, 
aad his cow and his garden! 

Dr. D, C. Maccalum wrove an 
account of medical student life about 
this time. “A large proportion of 
the students,” he said, “were men 
verging on, or who had passed, 
middle age. Irdeed, several of them 
were married men and the heads of 
families. There was sufficient of 
the youthful, however, to keep things 
live’y, ‘Footing Suppers,’ practical 
jokes, and special country excursions 
to secure material for practical an- 
atomy were of frequent occurrence. 
The last, involving as it did a cer- 
tain amount of danger, commended 
itself particularly to the daring 
spirits of the class, who were always 
ready to organize and lead an ex- 
sursion having that object in view. 
these excursions were not at all 
-imes successful, and the participa- 
‘ors in them were soinetimes thwart- 
ed in their attempts and hed to beat 
a precipitate retreat to save them- 
se'ves from seriozs threatencd in- 
jury. 

The first real progress was made 
when the late Sir William Dawson 
became Principal. “When T accepted 
the priacipalship of McGill,” he said 
in his reminiscences, “I had _ not 
been in Montreal, and knew tke col- 
lege and the men connected with it 
only by reputation. I first saw it 
in October, 1855. Materially it was 


Although the -.entenary celebra- 
tions at Montreal indicate that Me- 
Gill University is already a hundred 
years old, the roots of that great 
educational institution reach still 
further into the past. In the fas- 
cinating volime “McGill ard Its 
Story” just published. Cyrus Mac. 
Millan, the auther, stuteg that thi 
British settlers in Lower Canada 


eager that their children shoulc 
have at lenst an elementary educe. 
tion. It was felt, too, that in the 
unrest and the uncertaiaty of the 
period immediately following the 
American Revolution it was no 
advisahle to send students in search 
of higher professional training te 
the universities of the United States 
which in the days ef their Britis! 
allegiance had attracted Canadia: 
students in large numbers. 

Efforts were aceordinaly made to 
establish a system uf free schoo!s 
with the hope that later a university 
As a result of 
the agitation for the providing of 
educational onportunities in Lower 
Canada, The Royal 'nstitute for the 
Advancement of Learning was es- 
tablished under this Act, the King 
gave directions for the establish- 
ment “of a competent number of 
Free Schuo!s for the instruction of 
children in tiv first rudiments of 
useful learning; and also as occasion 
should require for foundations of a 
more comprehensive nature.” Ac- 
cordingly, e'ementary free schools 
were soon erected in different parts 
of Sie Province, one-room buildings 
of ©-edar logs. Indeed. they were 
mere log-huts, but they provided the 
first free Englis) Education in 
Lower Canada, and iaid the founda. 
tion for a Canadian rationality. The 
Secretary’s salary was a'ways many 
months in arrears, and he frequent!y 
complain-d, with unfortunately but 
little satisfaction, that not only had 
he given his time for some years 
without remuneration, but that he 
had expended even his own fuel and 
eandles. It was not unusual fo 
teachers to be censtired “for noi 
keeping school at all,” or for giving 
too many holidays, or for tardiness 
in opening school in the mornin 
and eagerness in closing it in the 
afternoon. At least one teacher was 
warned that his arrears in salary 
would not be paid and that he would 
be instantly dismissed “if he did no 
treat his wife with greater kind- 
ness.” 

The Roya: institution for the Ad- 
vancement of Learnine supervised 
the estab'ishment of M.Gill College 
and directed it in its i-fancy, for 
under the Act of 1801 ail property 
and money given for educational 
purposes in the Province of Lower 
Canada was placed under its control.

ings, standing amid a wildérness of 
excavators’ and masons’ rubbish 
overgrown with weeds and bushes,, 
The grounds were unfenced and were. 
pastured at will by herds of cattle, 
which not only cropped the grass,, 
but browsed on the shrubs, leavin 
unhurt only one great elm, whic 
still stands as the ‘founder’s tree,” 
and a few old oaks and butternut 
trees, most of which have had to 
give place to our new buildings, The. 
only access from the town was by: 
a circuitous and ungraded cart track, 
almost impassable at night. The 
vuildings had been abandoned by the. 
new Poard, and the classes of the. 
Faculty of Arts were held in the 
upper story of a brick building in 
the town, the lower part of which 
was occupied by the High School.” 
A direct appeal for financial ass 
sistance was then made to the cit?- 
zens of Montreal. It met with an 
encouraging response, which greatly 
relieved the siiuation, and was what 
Dr. Dawson, forty years later, called 
“the beginning of a stream of liber-. 
ality which has floated our Uni- 
versity barque up to the present 
date.” 
The more recent expansion of Me- 
Gill to-its present strong position is 
well known. The appointment of 
Sir Arthur Currie as Principal and 
the still more recent election of Mr, 
Lk. W. Beatty, President of the Can- 
edian Pacific Railway, as Chancellor 
have given it a practical adminis- 
tration which is calculated to en- 
sure its continued progress as an 
essentially National University. In 
the Epilogue to his volume Professor. 
MacMillan writes: “There is a new 
spirit in McGill. To-day its puls- 
ing life, under the guidance of its 
great Canadian leader, reaches 
‘hrough all grades and faculties and 
departments of its students as it 
has never done before. There is a 
general forward movement unhamp- 
ered and undivided by considerations 
or competitions of sections or of 
faculties. The University is closer, 
oo, than it once was to the current 
of national feeling. It is seeking to 
Minister to Canada, the land which 
gave it birth and from which its 
greatness sprang. But while it will 
serve Canada, it will continue to 
draw its students, like the true 
“Studium Generale,” from every 
country on the globe, and to send 
thom back to, serve thciz individual 
countries to. advance the enlighten 
ment of the world. McGill’s first 
century has been a century of trial, 
‘ut a century of great accomplish- 
ment of the world.”

In Wheat Production

Canada hus risen to second place 
among the wheat growing countries of 
the world, according to the estimates 
of the International Institute of Agri- 
culture, and is now surpassed in this 
regard by the United States alone. 
The vaunted slogan “Granary of the 
Empire” has come to justify a greater 
expansion in signification, for the gold- 
en fields of the Canadian West are 
going a long way towards feeding the 
people of the entire world. 

Canadian wheat and wheat flour are 
now exported to the United Kingdom, 
United States, Belgium, British West 
Indles, France,‘ Gibraltar, Italy, Neth- 
erlands, Roumania, St. Plerre and 
Miquelon, San Domingo, Sweden, Tur- 
key, | Venezula, Bermuda, — British 
Guiana, South Africa, West Africa, 

“Canary Isles, Chile, Cuba, Denmark, 


Duteh Guiana, Dutch West  Indics, 
egypt, French West Indies, Haytl, 


Newfoundland, Norway, Panaina and 
other countries. 

The history of the growth of Cana- 
dian agriculture and wheat frowing 
forms a marvellous record of consist- 
ent progress. In a very short space 
of time the territory which so many 
said could grow no wheat has become 
the second in the world in the quan- 
tity produced and the first in quality. 
Since the Confederation of the Cana- 
dian provinces in 1867, at which time 
the history of Canada as a modern 
nation may be sald to have commenc- 
ed, whilst the population of Canada 
has trebled, the value of her field 
crops has multiplied twelve times and 
that of her annual wheat crop nearly 
twenty times, which 1g illustrative of 
the healthy state of agriculture and 
leaves no apprehension of the coun- 
try’s suffering at the. expense of the 
rural sections in the building of urban 
centres. 

The value of all field crops grown 
in 1870 was $111,116,606, and that of 
the wheat crop $16,993,265.

In 1920 the 
Dominion obtained for the first time in 
her history a-billion dollar crop, more 
than trebling the value of the crop 
grown a decade previously. 

Agriculture is Canada’s first Indus- 

iry and though other branches of na- 
tional activity are rapidly increasing 
in importance, the pursuit of farming 
maintains a lengthy lead which it will 
no doubt maintain for many gencra- 
tions to come in spite of the extensive 
exploitation of resources which  as- 
suredly lies in. Canada’s immediate in- 
rure. : 
Of the rich fertile plains of the Can- 
adian West only about -one-fifth of the 
area which has been declared fit for 
cultivation is occupied, and roughly, 
300,000,000 acres west of Lake Super- 
Jor await pareelling out into farms 
and homesteads for the millions of 
immigrants to come, 

The cultivation of this area at the 
same rate of production would give 
Canada an annual wheat yleld of 
something round 1,400,068,000 bush- 
els,, or twice that of the present pro- 
duction of the entire United States. 

Canada's rate of settlement and de- 
velopment is the only determining fac- 
tor of the time when she will have at- 
tained the world’s first place as a 
wheat producer both in quality and 
«tuantily.

Japanese Horses Shod With Straw Disastrous Year For 


Shoes Wear Out In Eight Miles of 
Travel 


Straw is put to strange uses in Ja- 


pan where horses are shod with it. 
Even the clumsiest of cart horses 
wear straw shoes. In their case the 
shoes are tied round the ankles with 
straw rope, and are made of the ordin- 
ary rice straw, braided so that they 
form a sole for the foot about half an 
inch thick. These soles cost about a 
halfpenny a pair, and when they are 
worn out they are thrown away. Every 
cart has a stock of fresh new shoes 
tied to the horse, or to the front of 
the cart, and in Japan it was form- 
erly the custom to measure distances 
largely by the number of horse shoes 
it took to cover it. So many horse 
shoes made a day’s journey, and the 
average shoe lasted about eight miles 
of travel.

[Tube Connecting England and France 
Will Be 30 Miles Long 

Tentative plans for the channel tun- 
nel to connect Britain and Trance

If you had @ pet rattlesnake around 
the house it might not do you any 
harm, but of course you could not 
‘reach an agreement upon that subject 
with the limited brain power of the 
snake and so you would be taking a 
big chance that the armistice would 
be broken. 

Your child could have one oF even 
several abscessed temporary teeth 
with no apparent injury to his general 
health, but what assurance have you 
that the apaprently harmless collec- 


When the abscess really strikes and 
i becomes acute, then there is no ques- 
jtion about the damage it does. 

“Then abscesses may not only cause 
rheumatism and heart inflammations, 
;but the eyes and kidneys and any or 
all of the bodily structures may be at- 
tacked. J 

When a temporary tooth abscess 
burrows down the inside of the jaw 
jand gets behind one of the protective 
walls of fibrous material that separ- 
Jates the layers of muscle in the neck, 
lealled the cervical fascias, a very 
heeiteuis infection develops which 1s 
frequently fatal. 7 

In order to save the life of thé child 
avery delicate operation must be per- 
formed, and that quickly. Don’t take 
chances with abscesses of the tem- 
}porary teeth. They are not only very 
dangerous, but the abscessed teeth 
cannot be used and the good teeth 
‘are not allowed to do their work be- 
| cause one tender spot in the mouth 
will interfere with chewing. 

Of course, the best plan to avold ab- 
scesses of the baby teeth is to take 
care of children’s teeth from the day 
they appear.

Some Wireless Problems 


‘Scientists Investigating Difficulty of 
Sending Messages From West to 
East 

Not the least of several curious 
problems which are being investigated 
I by scientists, according to an expert 
at the Marconi House, in London, neg- 
land, is: Why is it so diflicult to send 
messages across Spain from west to 
east, when to send them from north 
to south is a comparatively simple 
matter? 

Wireless messages received at Sol- 
ler, in Southeast Spain, from points 
‘further north are perfectly intelligible. 
Yet those sent from stations west of 
Soller ave rarely, if evor, received 
clearly. 

The suggestion has been made that 
mineral deposits in’ the mountains 
labsorb the wireless waves, but this 
hardly satisfies the experts, who want 
to know why, if this theory is correct, 
it does not apply to messages sent 
from other directions. v 

Another puzzling feature about wire- 
less is the way in which it is atfécted 
iby sunrise and sunset. 

Signals received in England from 
America during the day are invariably 
clear. At sunrise, however, they are 
barely distinguishable, wwany not be- 
ing received at dll. 

Similarly, wireless waves sent out 
from Paris at suyset behave in a most 
erratic fashion. At one moment a 
message may be quite plain; at an- 
other it may fade away almost entire- 
ly, so that the receiving apparatus 
often fails, 80 to speak, to grasp it. 


Danish Consul-General in Canada

A Big Radium Deal. 


Corporation of London Takes Output 
of Czecho-Slovak Mines 

After prolonged negotiations, Mr. 
Sidney Reilly, on behalf of the Im- 
perjal and Foreign Corporation of 
London, has signed an agreement 
with the Czecho-Slovak Government 
for a monopoly of the entire output 
of radium from the CzechoSlovak 
States mines, 

The basis of the contract is that the 
radium mines remain the property of 
Czecho-Slovakia, but will be farmed 
out to the corporation for a number 
of years. ‘This event is of great im- 
portance, because Czecho-Slovakia 
possesses practically the only radium 
mines in Europe. The present mar- 
ket price of radium is £35,000 (ster- 
ling) per gramme.—The Jondon

Transferring 
later to the land forces he reached France in September 1915 with the 3rd C.M.R. 
After serving in France throughout the war he was, after the Armistice, sent to 
Sibera in command of Sixth Signal Company Canadian Engineers.
